Louie Ying, also known as Quail Yick, 
of Philadelphia, charged with smug­ 
gling aliens into the United States 
from Cuba, concluded late yesterday 
in the United States District Court 
here. 


Thursday C. P. Moore, owner of the 
auxiliary schooner S hoo ess, purported 
to have *>een the ringleader in the con­ 
spiracy, 
and 
four 
others 
pleaded 
guilty. 


The Government backed up its con­ 
tention of having unearthed one of the 
most 
systematic 
organizations 
*or 
smuggling Chinese aliens into toe 
United States by using as a witnes- 
D. M. Rice, known as D. R. Richard­ 
son, who testified he as a traveling 
agent collected $500 a head for three 
different lots of Chinese smuggler.; 
from Cuba after they had been deliv- 
ered to Louie Ying's place in Phila­ 
delphia. 


The schooner Success was used to 
carry the Chinese from Cuba to a 
point off the Florida coast, according 
to the testimony, and they used one 
of his fast boats to transfer the aliens 
from the schooner to land. 
By previous arrangement iii each in- 
{fiance the C hinese were placed aboard 
a certain tram out of Apalachicola, 
tho conductor of which is among those 
indicted, and escorted by Rice to Phi'n- 
dolphia. 
G. It. Lourcey and Dan At­ 
well, employes of Captain Edmundson, 
testified how under instructions from 
Edmundson they used one of his fast 
boats to transfer the aliens from 
Moore's schooner Success to land, ami 
later to points along the coast near 
Apalachicola.
